D E P L O R E C A P I T A L I S T I C S Y S T E M . 


The national conference of theolog ical seminary students, 
held in Milwaukee, adopted a resolution “ deploring the d e ­ 
pendence of the church of Christ in America on the capital­ 
istic sy stem.” 
Milwaukee, which elects more socialists to o f­ 
fice than other cities of the United States, is an appropriate 
place for the adoption of the resolutions approved by the 
embry o theolog ians. 
On the deploring of the capitalistic sy stem the vote was 50 
to 30, with 24 students noncommital. 
That was not as over­ 
whelming as were the votes on questions of the national de­ 
fense, but it was sufficient to show which way the wind is 
blowing among the theological students we are turning out 
in this day . 
It would be clearer if the students would tell us what kind 
of a sy stem they prefer in place of the capitalistic sy stem. 
Socialist? 
Communist? 
Denunciation of the capitalistic 
sy stem usually comes from supporters of those theories, and 
unless the students set forth their substitute it is natural to 
suppose that they would have us chang e to the Russian 
form. 
It was discovered during the war that faculties of our uni­ 
versities were becoming honey combed not 
only with 
tin* 
pinks, but the reds. 
One might think that in view of the so­ 
cialistic and communistic oppostion to religion, the promo­ 
tion of these theories in colleg es would encounter a snag 
when they reached into the theolog ical seminaries, but there 
seems to have been a fertile field there. 
The g eneral attitude of the socialists toward religion is D e ­ 
pressed by the international Social Review when it say s: 
“ When the gods are dead, men will begin to live. 
There 
w ill be no more priests, no rulers, no judg es when the gods 
are gone. 
Religion spells death to socialism, just as socialism 
spells death to religion.” 
E. Bel lord Bax, a British socialist, expresses ii in this man­ 
ner : 
“ The first word of religion is a lit*. 
The idea of Cod must 
be destroy ed. 
It is the key stone that has perverted civili/.a-
